“THE SUNDOWNER, 


Shrewd Traders Pick Up Bargains In 
S - the Cow Market. 

To the avevuge visitor at the well 

known stocky.irds in Brighton, Mass., 
the chief object of interest is the large 
stock barn. The large rows of stalls 
provide accominodations for bundreds 
of cattle, und the room Is about all 
needed during the busy seasons of the 
year. On Tuesday and Wednesday of 
each week this barn is the scene of 
great activity, says American Cultiva- 
tor. The cattle arrive by train from all 
parts of New England and New York 
state. They are brought in mostly by 
traders who make a business of buying - 
from farmers or at auctions and sell 
in Brighton. Any one, however, is al- 
lowed to use the barn and ell his own:: 
cattle if he wishes todo so. Some ‘whe 
live near by drive in thelr own cows 
and sell them. direct, thus saving the 
middleman’s profit, although their own 
lack of: trading experience may often 
offset the apparent gain. 
._ No dealer likes to carry over: cows 
from week to week. The>rent of the 
stalls is. for the market days only and 
includes feed for that period, and also 
the cow, if kept over, is a-week further 
along in milking: 

This consideration is the cause and 
encouragement of the “sundowner.” 
The term is applied to the shrewd trad- 
ers who stay away while buying is ac- 
tive and appear at the last moment aud 
pick up bargains just as dealers are be- 
ginning to fear they must keep over 
some of thelr cows. The “sundowner” 
drops in late Wednesday afternoon and 
often buys cows at low prices. He Is 
usually a country resid2nt and trader 
and takes his purchases out home tv 
sell them at a profit. The cows left 
over to the last are not the most de 
sirable as a rule. Once in awhile at 8 
dull market a few good cows will be 
left’ over to the last, and then real bar 
gains are to be found. ; x

WOMEN AND DRINK HABIT. 


Habit Is Growing and Afternoon Wine 
Is Very Fashionabie In the Old 
Country Now. 


The dictum of the president -of the 
Divorce Court, that if the drink habit 
could be eradicated the Divorce Court 
might close its doors, turns attention 
to the question whether the drink habit 
among women is really increasing or 
diminishing, says The London Mail. 

The number of divorces is certainly 
increasing, and the Police Court and 
coroners’ records chow increases In the 
number of convictions for drunkenness 
and of deaths accelerated by intemper- 
unce, 

These facts, however, relate to only 
&@ part of the population, and the strik- 
ing point remains whether; in spite of 
all the efforts of temperance advocates 
and the growing public opinion againsc 
alcoholic drinking, the habit is grow- 
ing among the mass_of women.- 

Temperance reformers might be ex- 
pected to give the most favorable re- 
port of their work, yet an official af 
the Church of England Teniperance So- 
clety, at Dean's Gate, ‘Westminster, 
says there is no doubt the drink habit 
is increasing, and not diminishing, 
among .women, = 

“It seems that women are not so sus. 
ceptible as men to the appeals of tem- 
perance workers to their reason,” -he 
said. “In the last two or three years 
probably no pronouncement against th3 
use of alcohol has had such a marked 
effect_as Sir Frdderlck Treves’ declara. 
tion that. alcohol is a.poison. Men pay 
serious attention to such a statement 
from such a man, and they. are induced 
to put a curb on themselves when Sir 
Frederick Treves-tells them that alco- 
hol is apt to lead to a physical bank- 
ruptcy. 

_ Women Unimpressed. 

“But women do not.seem-to be im. 
pressed in the same manner. The well- 
to-do woman who had a round of calls 
to make, and finds herself getting tired, 
is apt not to act on the belief that alco- 
hol is poison. She Is offered a glass 
of wine, and she takes it, saying to her- 
self ,I must keep myself going for the 
afternoon.’ That is one of the causes 
of. the drink habit among better-class 
women. 

-(Much fs being done to establish the 
belief in total abstinence among the 
younger women, and that phase of tem- 
perance work. is most encouraging; but 
{t {is undoubted that in spite of the 
greater attention pald to the question 
in recent years intemperance {s increas- 
ing, and not decreasing, among wo- 
men,” a 

Nearly all the leading doctors ara 
temperance advocates to-day, and such 
eminent men as Sir Thomas Barlow, 
one of the King’s physicians, and Sir 
Victor Horsley, have given thelr special 
attention to the habit of drinking 
among women. Sir Thomas. Barlow not 
long ago said that the special feature 
of intemperance among women i8 -“se- 
cret drinking,” and that relatively it is

A west end doctor expressed ithe be- 
Nef that the growing habit of drinking 
among women of the better class in 
London is largely due to the “restaur- 
ant life.” 

"Instead of lunching and dining at 
home, many women now take their 
meals in public restaurants,” he said, 
“and they acquire the habit af drinking 
like men, taking’a great deal more wine 
than is good for them, and finishing up 
with Ilqueurs or brandy, as if it were 
the natural thing for a-woman tto do.
